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1, There are rumors that FICHKANN was kidnapped from 
Argentina or Frazil. The suggestion is made tnat he was in Kuwait, 
was discovered, and fled to South America. The papers have 

noted that a special Fi Al plane carrying the Israeli Goveraasi t 
delegation to Argentina's 150th anniversary celebration departed 
on 18 May. The Post . 24 May 60, reported that the plane returned 
early on 22 May from Euenos Aires. It had made a brief stop at 
Recifa airport in Brazil where it "was held up three hours by 
the airport manager there who, for reasons that are unclear, 
tried to prevent the plane from taking off." There is therefore 
considerable speculation that F.TCHMANH may have been on that plane. 

2. The most interesting article in the FICHMA2W case 
appeared in the front cage of L' INFORMATION cf 25 May I960, under 
headlines stretching across five cf the paper's eight columns. 

It reads as follows:
